It is not denied that one sparse- 
ly populated rural county in Ten- 
nessee has 23 times the represent- 
ative strength of one of the more 
populous districts. 


This deplorable situation is not 
restricted to Tennessee. It is at 
its worst in Georgia where by 
statute the state is frozen into 
units which are immutable. While 
the Tennessean in a populous dis- 
trict may have but one twenty- 
third as much representation as a 
farmer or a small town resident 
in a rural one, the Georgian in 
the most populous area has a rep- 
resentation which about one- 
177th of that of the least populous 
county,

Unit System 


Citizens in Georgia have filed a 
Suit charging the nationally 
known inequity of the unit system 
deprives them of their constitu- 
tional guarantee of representation. 
It may be the more difficult legal 
test, although even the rural sup- 
porters of the disfranchising ar- 
rangement admit it is unfair, dis- 


criminatory, and nonrepresenta- 
tive.

rights of people. But, while 
Georgia's is the nation’s most)

Still, legislative ‘malapportion- 
ment is by no means restricted 


to the South. There are 18 states 
in which reapportionment has not 
been made for 30 or more years. 
In some states, changes have 
been made to give more equal 
representation in one house of the 
legislature and not in another. 


Flagrant Examples 


The nation’s more flagrant ex- 
amples reveal the fact that geog- 
raphy alone is not the cause of 
democratic inequity. A survey 
shows that in the past 50 years 
there has been no reapportion- 
ment in the Vermont House, the 
Tennessee Senate and House, the 
South Carolina Senate, the New 
Jersey Senate, the Delaware Sen- 
ate and House, the Maryland Sen- 
ate, the Connecticut House and 
the Alabama Senate and House. 


In all of these, gross inequities 
exist which are best illustrated 
by the Tennessee suit. One such 
will serve. In Tennessee a ma- 
jority of the state senate repre- 
sents only 33 per cent of the 
population. 


Since historically our legis- 
latures are under rural control, 
members who enjoy this power 
are unwilling to obey constitu- 
tional directive. 


Not surprisingly, these men 
often are those who also think 
it proper to defy the Constitution 
and courts of the United States 
in the school case. In the repre- 
sentation cases, the U.S. Supreme 
Court has refused to hear previ- 
ous tests on the ground it lacked 
jurisdiction. Mr. Justice Frank- 
furter referred to such cases as 
‘ta thicket”’ of state politics. And 
so it is* But the evil has become 
intolerable. 


A few concluding examples will 
suffice. In Fulton County, Geor- 
gia, 177 votes are equal to one 


vote in the smallest county in the 


state. In Los Angeles 296 votes 
equal one rural vote. Many pre- 
cincts over the nation with 35 or 
so votes have as much voice as 
30,000: votes in a larger one.

Rocketeller to hun 
Again to Aid GOP

ALBANY (UPI)—Nelson A. Rockefeller, New York's multimillion- 
aire governor, announced Tuesday he would seek reelection in 1962 
with hopes of strengthening the Republican Party for.the next presi- 


dential election. 


Rockefeller, who had announced | 
his availability for a presidential 
“draft” before the GOP conven- 
tion this year, told a news confer- 
ence that it was “‘premature”’ to 
speculate whether he would seek 
the White House nomination in 
1964. 


The New York governor said he 
would meet with Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon in Washington 


Friday to talk over future GOP 


plans.. He said he intended to 
work closely with Nixon. 


“IT will run for reelection and 
am going to work for strengthen- 
ing the party in 1964,” Rockefeller 
said. .“‘The Republican Party 
must get closer to the people.”’ 

He declined to say whether he 
believed Nixon, beaten in Novem- 
ber by President-elect John F. 
Kennedy, would be nominated 
again in 1964 for the top office.

NEW YORK—Dr. Robert Sob- 
len, a brother of imprisoned 5o- 
viet spy Jack Soble, was charged 
Tuesday with wartime espionage, 
a crime punishable by death upon 
conviction, 


The brothers, who spelled their 
names differently, were involved 
in separate espionage rings that 
sought vital national defense sec- 
rets for transmission to the Soviet 
Union, the government charged. 


HEADED SPY RING 

A federal grand jury charged 
in an indictment returned Tues- 
day that Dr. Soblen was a mem- 
ber of a ring that had been 
headed by the late Lavrenti Beria, 
head of the Soviet secret police 
under Stalin, and Vassili Zubilin, 
former Soviet Embassy secretary 
in charge of espionage in North 
America.

Soblen, 60-year-old super- 
psychiatrist at Rockland 
State Hospital in Orangeburg, 
N.Y., was arrested at noon on the 
hospital grounds by FBI agents. 
He lived in a staff cottage with 


his wife, Dr. Dina Soble, a psy- 
chiatrist at the hospital since 
1947. Their daughter, Jeanne, is 


married to Dr. Leonard Stutman. 
They lived in Rickland County. 


There was no explanation why 
his wife called herself Dr. Soble. 
But later at his arraignment be- 
fore federal Judge William B. 
Herlands, Dr. Soblen insisted this 
was his legal name. 

HELD IN $75,000 BAIL 

Judge Herlands held Dr. Soblen 
in $75,000 bail. He scheduled Dec. 
20 for the setting of a trial date. 

Before bail was set Morton S. 
Robson, chief assistant U.S. attor- 
ney, explained that the brothers 
were born in Lithuania and dur- 
ing the 1930's they roamed Europe

Indicated military spending 
plans for the’ next fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1, 1961, would rep- 
resent only a_ slight increase 
over the current annual spending 
estimate of $41.6 billion. The 
administration is determined to 
balance the over-all budget, of- 
ficials stressed. 

The Pentagon fiscal plan is con-

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Atlanta’s Economy 
Depends on Schools 


Positive action on the part of the At- 
lanta business community in support of 
public education is a responsibility which 
it scarcely can ignore. Without a healthy 
educational system the city would de- 
cline and today’s slum problem would 
appear to be small potatoes in compari- 
son. 

It was most encouraging, therefore, to 
note the importance given the questron 
by Ivan Allen Jr., new Chamber of Com- 
merce president, at the annual meeting 
of that body Monday night. He called on 
the organization and the entire business 
community to throw its weight behind 
the Sibley Commission's report to in- 
sure General Assembly action in Janu- 
ary to keep the schools open. 

Mr. Allen stated frankly that the un- 
certainty of the school situation already 
is having a negative effect on the future 
of Atlanta’s economy. This effect, of 
course, is reflected throughout the state. 
Atlanta business and industry—and state 
government—should indeed try to grasp 
and explain “the full implications of the 
Little Rock, Norfolk and New Orleans 
stories.” 

Atlanta’s and Georgia’s developing 
economies require more, not less, educa- 
tion and progress will be measured in di- 
rect proportion to its quality and quan- 
tity. 

Other phases of Mr. Allen’s program 
also are areas which directly relate to the 
city’s future and which are not unattain- 
able. 

Completion of all proposed express- 
wavs by 1970, a practical, large-scale 
rapid transit system, urban renewal and 
adequate Negro housing, auditorium-col- 
iseum and stadium, private investments 
in urban renewal and a promotion cam- 
paign for the city are all necessary pro)- 
ects in future development. 

But maintenance of public education 
is the most immediate and pressing con- 
cern. The schools must be kept open 
without the explosions, violence and bit- 
terness of Little Rock, Norfolk and New 
Orleans. And the Chamber of Commerce 
indeed should provide its share of ‘‘vigor- 
ous leadership” to that end.

were raised to a high pitch by the candidacy of Sen. Lyndon B. 
Johnson of this state on a platform containing many pledges repug- 


nant to Texas political philosophy. 


But in the two population groups 
composed of descendanis of the 
Texas pioneers and of those who 
came here on the tide of new in- 
dustries, friends who were divid- 
ed are feeling at ease again with 
one another. However, among 
other Texans, particularly the 
shakers and movers of Texas pol- 
itics, the bitterness of which Vice 


President-elect Johnson is the fo- 
cal point shows signs of enduring. 


The general view was that this 
emotion accounts for the closeness 
of the voting for the national par- 
ty tickets and that therefore these 
returns do not presage the early 
arrival of a two-party system in 
the state. This analysis is warm- 
ly disputed by Texas Republicans, 
who are growing in numbers as 
well as in pride. 

‘But inspection of certain as- 
pects of the recent voting statis- 
tics has persuaded this outsider 
that the personal and doctrinal 
controversy provoked by John- 
son's commitment to the Los An- 
geles platform sufficiently ex- 
plains why the national election 
here was so bitter and the result 
was only a 46,000 majority for the 
Kennedy-Johnson ticket. 

This conclusion is fortified by 
the amazing difference between 
the total vote Texans cast to re- 
elect Johnson as senator and ma- 
jority leader and their vote for 


him as the candidate for vice 
president. 

For Johnson as vice president, 
Texas gave him 1,167,932 votes to 
1,121,699 cast for Henry Cabot 
Lodge. But for reelection to the 


Senate, Johnson’s majority was 
almost 400,000. 
Undoubtedly Texas’ endorse- 


ment of Johnson’s record in Con- 
gress would have been much 
more emphatic if not linked with 
his candidacy for vice president 
on the national party platform. 
The Republican senatorial nom- 
inee, virtually unknown, received 
a record local party total of more 
than 900,000. And while Johnson 


‘in both candidate roles carried the 


county in which he votes, he lost 
the county in which he spends 
much time on his celebrated 
“L.B.J. ranch.”’ 


An example of local specula- 
tion is that the large population 
group of Mexican descent, being 
Catholic, supplied the Kennedy- 
Johnson majority. But this the- 
ory is refuted by the returns from 
Cameron County. There a large 
*“‘Catholic-Latin”’ citizenry - turned 
in only a 2,000 majority instead 
of the 6,000 that Catholic bloc 
voting would have provided.

What Will the U.S. 
Do About China? 


WASHINGTON—An early 
Kennedy administration will be to develop a new 
policy on admitting Red China to the United 
Nations or a new strategy to keep Red China out.

session to reconvene after the President-elect takes office. 


This means that the China is- 
sue, though temporarily shelved 


again last month, may well come 
up for reconsideration soon. 


There are two reasons why Ken- 
nedy will have to take a new look 
at China policy. During the cam- 
paign he gave as his only reason 
for opposing Red China’s admis- 
sion the insistence of her leaders 
that war was an inevitable part 
of Communist struggle. But last 
week a high Chinese Communist 
spokesman in Moscow said that 
the Chinese Communists are not 
advocating this view. Does this 
mean that, if Red China begins to 
use peaceful words, the new ad- 
ministration should alter U.S. 
policy? 

Secondly, even if Kennedy con- 
cludes that his campaign state- 
ment did not reflect his full view, 
is it not. imperative that the 
United States find a better means 
of defending its position? — 

I refer to the annual tactic of 
keeping Red China off the U.N. 
agenda. This tactic has worked 
for 14 years. But last month out

This is why .we must develop 
either a new policy or a new 
strategy. 

If expelling Formosa is not to 
be the automatic result of seat- 
ing Red China, then the whole 
transaction of retaining Formosa 
in the General Assembly and ad- 
mitting mainland China to the 
United Nations, including the Se- 
curity Council, will have to be 
negotiated in advance and car- 
ried out in one simultaneous ac- 
tion. If not, then the United Na- 
tions runs the risk of putting Red 
China on the Security Council and 
thus enabling Red China to veto 
Formosa’s membership. 

I am not advocating that main- 
land China should be admitted to 
the United Nations. But if we are 
outvoted, the United States cer-

Cut bag piece double and then 
cut along folded edge to make 
two pieces. Then cut six strips 
from selvages to fold 2 inches 
wide ‘giving you six strips each 
48 inches long). The rest of the 
fabric will be used as backing 
for the monogram. 


TO MAKE RUFFLES: Join 
strips so you have two long 
strips each 143 inches long (1 
inch short of 4 yards). One edge 
is trimmed with lace edging 
and is applied in one of two 


ways. If you have an automatic 
sewing machine, set it for a 
very fine zig-zag stitch, Place 


edge of lace over one raw edge

This is the expression of

Very little can now be done 
for people with Muscular Dys- 
trophy. Wryly, victims may be 
doing everything for those who 
will come in the future. Many 


of them are participating as 
guinea pigs in the ever-continu- 
ing research into the darkness 
of dystrophy. 


Funds raised in local drives 
are divided between patient 
care and research. A quarter 
of every dollar collected pro- 
vides for transportation and 
treatment of patients at the 
clinic of the Georgia Society 
for Crippled Children. Patient 
care includes orthopedic de- 
vices and a recreational pro- 
gram, summer and winter. 


The rest of the dollar goes 
into research. Dr. Geoffrey 
Bourne, chairman of the anat- 
omy department at Emory Uni- 
versity is directing a study of 
the disease under an annual 
grant of $10,000 from this or- 
ganization. There are contin- 
uing projects throughout the 
nation, all probing into the se- 
crets of this inscrutable crip- 
pler. 


Among others, Emory’s ex- 
periment is using the five 
Chambers children in research.

The student nurse studying at 
the Emory University School of 
Nursing soon discovers the em- 


phasis of the collegiate pro 
gram is on patient centered 
learning. From her first class 


to her last, she finds the theory 
she is taught Is tempered with 
practice. 

Before she enters the three- 
year professional program, she 
has already completed two aca- 
demic years in a college of arts

and sciences. This program has 
been modified somewhat to 
give her a stronger background 
in science and it has included 
pre-nursing courses. 


She has already donned a 


lab coat and gone into the 
clinical units for observation. 
Here she has learned how to 


approach a patient and some of 
the simple procedures such 
as feeding, making admissions, 


taking temperatures and blood 
pressures. Her fears have been 
alleviated and she has gained 


self-confidence in approaching 
patients even before she enters 


the professional nursing  pro- 
gram. But the ability to think 
and develop judgment values 
has been emphasized rather 


than mere techniques. 


\/,hen she enters the profes- 
s‘onal nursing program at the 
end of two years she is intro- 
duced to the faculty of 19, 
headed by Dean Ada Fort 
Each is a full time faculty 
member—none is a member of 
the hospital staff. ‘Teaching is 
also done by specialists who 
are regular members of the uni- 
versity hospital medical staff.

The medical and _= surgical 
nursing area, headed by Pro- 
fessor Flizabeth Mills. is the 


largest. “‘We, in this area, also 
combine theory with practice,” 


Miss Mills said. ‘‘The student 
learns basic skills by talking 
with and observing patients, 
conferring with the doctor on 
each case and studying the 
charts with him. She learns to 
get information quickly from 
the patient so she can act 


speedily in an emergency and 
she helps the physician’ by 
learning to observe patient re- 
sponse to treatment. 


“Also, during her first vear, 
she learns asepsis in the oper- 
ating room, precision and team- 
work by actually assisting with 
operations. During her second 
vear she gains experience with 
cancer patients, the diabetic, 
the anemia patient and abdomi- 
nal surgery. A_ specialist in 
each field assists in student in- 
struction, and the students care 
for his hospital patients. 


CRITICALLY ILL 


“During the final vear the 
student gains experience with 
the critically ill—such as, the 


cardiac patient ‘even heart sur- 
gery), and the respiratory 
patient.

WON’T WIN FRIENDS 
Admittedly, this system isn’t 
designed to win friends and in- 


fluence people. But common 
sense will.

Good taste in selecting, mail- 
ing and keeping your cards at- 


tractive is an important goal 
at which to shoot.

NEVER TYPE ENVELOPES

typewritten — always use pen 
and ink.

Abbrevia- 
tion and hasty, illegible scrib- 
bling often cause delays in de- 
livery. Nicknames are another 
bottleneck, for they seldom ap- 
pear on mailboxes.

Both etiquette and postal au- 
thorities agree that ‘‘first class 
friends deserve first class 
mail.”” This means a four-cent 
stamp on each envelope. It also 
means your cards will be for- 
warded or returned, if neces- 
sary, and they may carry the 
brief written messages that so 
many people like to add. 


It is also proper—and help- 
ful to the post office officials— 
to put down return addresses 
on the envelope. 


TIPS ON SIGNING 

Now, let’s face it: There's 
nothing to this business—theo- 
retically at least—of signing 
Christmas cards. That is, un- 
less you're married or want 
to have your signature properly 
imprinted rather than written. 
And most Atlantans contacted 
by The Constitution say they 
prefer to receive personally- 
signed cards. But they admit, 
they can easily see why a 
lack of time might make this 
impractical in many cases. 


When imprinted or engraved, 
the signature properly begins 
with the wife’s name. If there 
are children, however, Dad's 
name should come first, with 
the youngsters listed according 
to age. Last names should be 
omitted, but may be given. in 
family signatures, whether im- 
printed or written in ink. 


Titles, such as “Mr.” and 
‘‘Mrs.”’ are used today only on 
formal engraved cards — and 
naturally the envelope address. 


THOSE IN MOURNING 


It’s both proper and thought- 
ful to send Christmas cards to 
people in mourning. But select 
such cards with tender under- 
standing of their special mis- 
sion 


It's a matter of courtesy and 
good taste to use the form of 
name preferred by widows and 
divorcees. However, it is cus- 
tomary for a widow to use the 
same name as when her hus- 
band was living, such as ‘Mrs. 
Harry M. Whitford.’”’ It’s the 
correct form to add a divorcee’s 
maiden surname before her ex- 
husband’s surname: ‘Mrs. 
Stoneham Atwater.”’ 
COURTESY TO CLERGY 

When sending Christmas cards 
to the clergy, always write ‘‘The 
Reverend Jones,’’ instead of 
simply ‘Rev. Jones.’ Why? 
Because ‘‘The’”’ is an adjective 
of courtesy politely extended to 
those in God’s service. How- 
ever, the correct form for Pro- 
testant ministers with a doctor 
of divinity degree is ‘“‘The Rev- 
erend Dr. Jones’’ or “The

Then 
shop and listen to con- 
soles or components for 
this amount, for a little 
more and also for a little 
less. You'll soon know 
what you want. Should 
you want it badly enough, 
it will be cheap at any 
price. 

4. What’s the differ- 
ence between a sapphire 
and a diamond needle? 


When both are new 
there’s absolutely no dif- 
ference soundwise. Re- 
gardless of what anybody 
tells you regarding the 
“lifetime” sapphire, I 
quote from High Fi- 


when it comes to dia- 
monds but I will say with 
a good deal of conviction 
that the average life of a 
diamond needle is about a 
thousand hours. This is 
about one year’s worth of 
three hours playing every 
night or correspondingly 
longer for intermittent 
playing.

Tapes sound better 
and last much longer 
without developing 
scratch and noise. Tapes 
are not much more ex- 
pensive nowadays but a 
good tape recorder is 
higher-priced than a rec- 
ord player of comparable 
quality. Don’t forget, 
though, a tape recorder 
will record live programs 
as well as music from 
radio or records! If you 
can afford the initial in- 
vestment, tape pays for 
itself in the long run.

Tapes Dueling Dises in Thriller 


By DON JOHNSON 
Baker Audie 

This article isn’t intended to be 
a treatise on magnetic tape or 
the phonograph’ record, but 
merely a comparison of the ad- 
vantages or disadvantages that 
each offers, as opposed to each 
other. 

The main features’ which 
should be a guide in selecting 
one over the other probably 
would be economy, quality and 
appearance. 

A short history of the phono 
graph and the tape will help in 
the understanding of the me- 
chanics of each. 

% v » 

THOMAS EDISON generally is 
accredited with having done the 
most for the phonograph as we 
know it today. Tom’s ngachine 
operated upon the principle that 
a varying indentation made in a 
solid material ‘in his case, tin- 
foil) moving at a given velocity 
would impart to an_ object 
(needle) retracing this same in- 
dention (at the same velocity) 
a signal proportionate to the one 
which controlled the cutting of 
the groove. 

The material used and the 
methods of amplification for the 
minute signal have, of course, 
been improved vastly, but the 
principle remains the same. 

rhe most important difference 
in principle today is that Edi- 
son’s machine was totally me- 
chanical. The needle assembly 
which traced the grooves of his 
masterpieces was connected di- 
rectly to the material that 
served as a diaphram or sound 
projector emitting greatly mag- 
nified interpretations of small 


undulations in the tinfoil.

SYSTEMS of today use elec- 
tronic amplifiers between the 
needle and the improved di- 
aphram which serves as a 
speaker, Needles today are dia- 
mond tipped and fitted into a 
magnetic cartridge. 

The variations caused by the 
needle in the magnetic field 
become electrical and are am- 
plified before going to the 
speaker which changes them 
again into mechanical energy

A BRIEF introduction to tape 
machines will help facilitate 
comparisons between the two. 

Magnetic recording was de- 
veloped to a fairly high degree 
by the Germans during World 
War Il. After the war American 
industry improved upon it even 
more by introducing acetate tape 
coated with a thin film of fer- 
rous oxide. 

The tape machine is a little 
more complicated than the 
phono. Two seven-inch reels 
hold the tape. One is called a 
storage reel. The other is a 
take-up reel. 

The purpose is to move the 
tape past the “heads,”’ which 
are comparable in function to 
the phonograph cartridge 
whefe a signal pattern is im- 
posed upon the tape. When 
played back the patterns set up 
a varying electrical field in the 
playback “heads.” It is then 
amplified and sent to a speaker. 

eS ee 


MOST GOOD machines use 
separate heads for record, 
playback and erase functions. 


The quality of construction of 
these heads governs the fidelity 
of the tape and decides your 
ability to record full track (or 
whole width of the tape), half 
track or four track. Four tracks 
is four single track® or two 
stereo tracks. 

Now let us compare the tapes 
versus the discs. 

Because ffiction is not a nec- 
essary factor, tape wear is 
negligible compared to discs. 
Consequently, the noise and re- 
duced fidelity caused by record 


wear and tear is not present 
in tapes.

AN INTERESTING point can 
be made here regarding ex- 
pense. Although the original 
cost of taBe is higher, it would 
be more economical over a pe- 
riod of time because you 
wouldn’t have to replace the 
selection you would have worn 
out on discs. The biggest ad- 
vantage of tape is that you can 
make your own tapes from ra- 
dio, TV or by pirating a 


friend’s record collection and 
transcribing them. 

Besides the above-mentioned 
features, tape is easier to store 
and is preserved indefinitely. 

a 

NOW LET US look at the ad- 
vantages of the disc. Avail- 
ability is much better since the 
popularity of tape is so recent. 

The disc’s biggest advantage 
is that the reproduction equip- 
ment for good frequency re- 
sponse is much less expensive 
than that for tape.

In the beginning there was 
heaven. Then there was earth. 
Then there was light and, some- 
where a little further down the 
line, there was man. After a 
little ribbing, there was woman. 
Add a little woman to a little 


man and what do you get? 
Sound, of course! Sound, 
mostly pleasant, but perhaps 


not invariably harmonious. 
Several dischords and quite a 
few black notes later, man, in 
his constant and _— stubborn 
search for harmony, aided and 
abetted by the many strings 


that bound him (them were 
lethal pre-Prometheal days), 
man invented music. 


MUSICIANS came next. Some 
genius, a hypochondriac no 
doubt, decided that the mag- 
nificent sounds that he blew 
should be canned and preserved 
for posterity. His wife’s third 
cousin was the aunt-in-law of 
Edison’s wife’s niece four times 
removed. Hence recording tech- 
niques! 

Have you ever met a con- 
scientious recording engineer 
and his many splendored ulcers 
after a callas session with some 
prima donna followed by a 
group of swingin’ chipmunks? 
Oh well the price of a 
record does include a charge 
for the very excellent techni- 
cal quality of the sound in the 
groove but unfortunately, with 
the overwhelming majority of 


people—not you, of course— 
this quality is completely 
wasted. 


FORGIVE MY being serious 
but I mention this factor for 
two reasons: first, it is my sin- 
cere belief that a sprinkling of 
information could help  over- 
come this lamentable state of 
affairs and second, without high 
fidelity recording there could 
never be high fidelity repro- 
duction, stereo or otherwise! 

Early high fidelity systems 
consisted of the finest record 
player connected to a _ high- 
quality amplifier (this was a 
sort of highfallutin’ radio with- 
out the gizmo that goes ahuntin 
for the stations), connected (to 
the best speaker available, wire 
lessly connected to the earbone 
courtesy sound waves). 

These amplifiers were built by 
engineers and hobbyists in their 
basements or garages very late 
at night or when their spouses 
were out of some all-wife-type 
bridge parties or garden club 
meetings. I doubt that we were 
blessed with PTA in those days. 

* 2 

A FEW MANUFACTURERS 
who believed in the common 
man’s quest for excellence (the 
good Lord bless their unwaiver- 
ing faith in mankind) thought 
that a buck could be made by 
marketing a system that could 
reproduce sound with the utmost 
faithfulness. By faithfulness I 
mean that what came _ out, 
soundwise, was a faithful image 
of what went in. Get the pic- 
ture? This is how the high fi- 
delity industry got started, with 
the help of a few diehards like 
myself, who still believe in all 
sincerity that good always wins 
in the end. 

For. a while, high fidelity, 
whether it referred to phono- 
graphs, paints, cigarets, or even 
lipstick, meant one thing and one 
thing alone: excellence unsur- 
passed. Then Madison Avenue 
got into the act and the phrase 
was debased to mean nothing 
more than a record player, and 
not necessarily a very good one 
at that. Amen! 

But this industry of ours is a 
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restlegs one and although we had 
achidld near perfection with 
one sound track we still were 
dissatisfied. When we tamed 
the tape recorder, we found it 
quite easy to record simultane- 
ously two separate sound tracks 
on one single reel of tape. When 
we played them back, both at 
the same time, but through 
two independent amplifiers 
and speakers, we achieved a 
third dimension, a new depth, 
stereophonic sound as we now 
call it or stereo for short. Stereo 
—like its single sound track 
predecessor, which is just about 
ready to go the way of all good 
old 78's to the reward of greener 
pastures where the brontosaurus 
rex reigns supreme—can be high 
fidelity or low fidelity, depend- 
ing only on the quality of the 
recording and of the playback 
equipment. 
a > 

WHAT NEXT? Reverb! You'll 
be hearing quite a lot about re- 
verberation from now on. Some 
high-priced gonsoles. will have 
reverb built-in. Bugs will add a 
reverb unit to their component 
System at moderate cost. You, 
too, can add it to your present 
record player without any 
trouble providing you are an 
engmeer, a service man or if 
you should know how. Sériously 
though, it is not at all difficult 
to hook up if your amplifier is a 
recent one designed and built to 
accept this accessory. 

Just what is reverb? Well, 
you know what reverberation 
means. It is the sort of echo that 
you get in concert halls, audi- 
toriums, churches, etc., when 
sound is bounced around. In 
plain “American” it goes sorta 
like this: Like . . . this cat, in 
search for bread, mounts the 
podium, aims straight at you 
and makes with the big sound 
on his horn. 

Dig the scene? Well,. most of 
the note, not all of it, reaches 
you directly. The rest of the 
very same note gets bounced 
around on live walls and finally 
reaches you a split-second later. 

s *s 

THIS SLIGHT delay makes 
for reverberation. Are you still 
with me? So a reverb unit is an 
electro-mechanical device whose 
function it is to create a delay 
which, when added to your 
stereopnonic record player, will 
bring to your palatial sanctum 
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sanctorum, 
size, a very believable illusion 
of “‘live’’ concert hall sound, 
echo and all. 

Reverberation, if used with a 
good deal of discretion, is a 
very real improvement in the 
fine art of high fidelity repro- 
duction. Like stereo, reverb is 
here to stay. You'll love it. 

After reverberation, what? 
For the immediate future I fore- 
see better equipment for less 
money as a result of technologi- 
Cap improvements. In a couple 
of vears or so, we may have 
videotape for the home. Fifty 
thousand dollars will buy it 
now but you may prefer to wait.

AS THE NAME implies, video- 
tape is the recording of BOTH 
sound and picture on the very 
same reel of tape at the same 
time. Isn’t that something? 
Think of the fun you can have 
with a gadget like that! You can 
take “home sound movies” of 
the little ones and if you don’t 
like what you get, -what’s the 
difference, you can erase it as 
you shoot it again on the very 
same tape. No waste at all! 

Or you can make a video 
recording of the. late, late, late, 
late show and be the very proud 
owner of a print of some fabu-
